Orrawa, 14—At the request of Sir John 
Macdonald a number of gentlemen who 
are @ngayed in the forwarding business 
have submitted to the Dominion Gbvern- 
ment for transmission to the Imperial 
authorities, information as to the harsh 
Manoer in which they have been treated 
in their business with the New York State 
Canals. 

Krxeston, 14.—Sir John Macdonald, 
finding his presence absolutely necessary 
at thé capital left for Ottawa last night. 
His first public utterance on the Retali- 
ation question in which he advised the 
maintenance of a dignified and perfectly 
independent nonchalance is generally ap- 
proved. In answer to your correspondent’s 
question as to whether the cabinet had 
discussed the Ketaliation Bill as declared 
in the United States press. Sir John satd: 
“Nosir! Any reports to that effect are 
pure inveotions, Not a word has been 
said about it. The cabinet is not inter- 
ested in the deliberations of another 
country. Whenthe bill is passed and 
President Cleveland acts upon it ther will 
be time enough for us to discuss it,"’ 

Kineston, 12.—The proyincial exhi- 
bition was fermally opened to-day by Sir 
John Macdonald before a vast audience. 
The veteran premier madea happy ad- 
dress and touching on retaliation said that 
maybe Canada would have to look to its 
own resources in view of the action of the 
United States. ‘‘Canadians,’’ he said, 
*tare ty be excluded for no act ot theire. 
Well if they wilinot allow us to trade 
with them, we can trade with ourselves, 
Weare not afraid or dismayed at any 
threatened attempt to hamper our com 
merce or cripple our resources, The effect 
will be the same as was shown after the 
abrogation of the reciprocity treaty of 
1854, It showed we could rely upon our 
own resources. While we should like to 
continue to trade with our neighbors in 
the freest manner we can afford to do 
without it and can afford to wait with 
calm self respect the outcome of the mat~ 
ter."’ 

Hon G. A. Kirkpatrick, ex-speaker of 
the House of Commons, endorsed the 
premier’s utterances, saying that Cana- 
dians could with nonchalence listen to the 
retaliation discussion as they could be 
quite independent of other countries, 
They wanted to be friendly with the States 
but if the doors were shut they would not 
growl, 

Mies Hulda Baker, of Syracuse, N. Y., 
created a feeling of delight by stepping to 
Sir John’s side, grasping his hand and 
declaring that she was a loyal American 
subject but could tell him they did not 
mean to shut their doors against him, 
that they were going to open them wide, 

Sir John laughed and said, ‘'! am sure 
you wont against such a wood looking 
fellow as me."’

A successtul exhibition weans 
numerous exhibitors and crowds of 
visitors attracted by the excellence ot 
the exhibition. Strangers cannot come 
to town without leaving money here, and 
the more strangers there are, the more 
money will there be left in cireulation- 
Vhe people of Calgary, cons-quently, are 
directly interested in making the exhi- 
bition as attractive as possible and it be- 
comes them to consider in what way 
they can contribute to the attractiveness 
of the fair. The directors of the <Agri- 
cu tural Society, under whose manaye- 
ment the exhibition is given, ure neces- 
sarily mostly countryme: whose only ob- 
ject is to make the extiitition: a success 
agan agricultural fair. ff the event 
drew together, ax 1) uudoubtediy will, 
a@ fine collection of x cricultural produce, 
they would consider hwir labour amply 
repaid: and they would be right. The 
szovernment gives them money to en 
vourage the farmers to enter their stock 
nod produce for competition for the pur- 
pose of comparing the results of varions 
methods etce., and if they induce the 
farmers to exhibit they do their duty. 

Nhe interest of the pebple of Calgary 
goes farther than this. It is to their 
nterest as well as to the interest of 
acriculture in the country that the ex- 
hibit itseif should be as complete as pos 
sible; but it is from the attendance of 
visitors in the town at fair time that the 
people of Calgary can expect direct, im- 
mediate benefit. It 1s evident then that 
if the people of Calgary can do anything 
to attract more visitors than would 
otherwise come that they would be 
doivg a profitable work for themselves, 
andit is time they were considering 
what is best to be done. The scheme 
which appearsto recommend itself 18 
the organization of a citizen's committee 
to co-operate with the Agricultural So 
ciety in providing extra attractions tor 
exhibition time. Several attractions sug: 
gest thenselves, such as uthletic aports 
prizes foe speeding and other competi- 
tions, display of fireworks, etc., etc. The 
charge bas been made against the man- 
agement of the Toronto Exhibition that 
the great fair is more of acirous than an 
exhibition. It is true that such is to a 
great extent the case, but it is the fea- 
tures of the circus nature that attract the 
crowds to the exhibition and make it 
the great fairof Ontario. It should be 
the aim of the people of Calgary to make 
the loos! exhibition the great fair of the 
Territeyies,nnd they cannot do better 
than follow ‘J'oronto's example and _ pro- 
vile outside attractions for the people. 
Nie movey could be easily raised by 
publie subscription, if a good committee 
was uppointed.

The destruction of Beaver is reported 
to be general in the Lesser Slave Lake 
region, On the smaller streams, but not on 
the larger rivers, One Indian hunter 
who generally brings in 100 skins from 
his spring luni, this spring brought in 
only a single skin and nearly starved to 
death, The cause is a puzzle, If it 
were disease it is strange that it has not 
affected the animals on the larger rivers, 
and if it were starvation 1t is strange that 
all the dead beavers found are very tat. 

Geo, Elmore, of Elmore Bros., who 
has just returned trom a trip to Fort 
Smith on Great Slave river and who had 
several trading posts in the region be- 
tween the Athabasca and Great Slave 
lakes lakes last winter says that there 
are no reports of destruction of the beav- 
er in that country, as in the region im- 
mediately north of Edmonton. There 
was a small killing of beaver this spring, 
however, owing to the very high water 
which prevented the Indians from mak- 
ing their usual spring hunt. But he 
thinks the small catch this year, by giv- 
ing the animals a chance to accumulate, 
will ensure a larger catch next spring 
than usual, so thatthe opening ot the 
rivers did not at once bring them relief 
from the starvation that they suffered 
last winter and further tended to make 
their spring hunt light.—The Bulletin,

Another Opinion of the Alberta Cattle. 


The Liverpool correspondent of the 
Montreal Gazette writes :—“‘With regard 
te the ranch caltie which landed here ex 
Montreal, | regret to say they did not 
come up to the expectations formed re- 
garding them. While admitting very 
fully the wasting effect a prolonged jour- 
ney by land and sea inust have upon cas. 
tle, | cannot say that this consignment 
is equal to the first shipment of last year 
which, by the way, w.s nearly twe 
wonths later—nor do I think the .elee 
tion has been made with the same regard 
to requirements here. Handled in the 
American lairs they, of course, had to be 
slaughtered within the regulation ten 
days, and to a vertain extent suffered by 
comparison with the States cattle ; they 
also suffered a slight depreciation in 
prices, consequent upon the accession of 
an extra supply. ‘The same objection is 
heard again as to the high color of the 
beef, but I had not heard any serious 
complaint as to quality. If, a» is com- 
monly reported here, the numbers to be 
shipped exceed 3,000, it is to be hoped 
those to follow wiil show better on arri- 
val, otherwise, judging the stock from 
the sample, | fear the transaction will 
not be very satisfactory for the enter- 
prising shippers. As to those cattle be- 
ing bought for store purposes there is but 
a very meagre hope; in fact [ don't con- 
sider them suitable at ail, and those 
ranchmen who flatter themselves with 
stich anidea, must have been badly in- 
formea on the subject.
